CHIEF BROWN PRESENTS 
'76 FIRE LOSS STATISTICS 


Chief Charles Brown of 
the Sierra Madre Volunteer 
Fire Department this past 
week submitted the Annual 
Fire Report for the year 
1976, as prepared by Fire 
Marshal Richard Probart. 

In the introduction to his 
report he had this to say, 
“Fire Department personnel 
responded to 596 calls during 
the year 1976. Of these 371 
were lor our medical unit, 99 
were alarms lor fires and 
126 -lor miscellaneous aid to 
the community. 

The annual lire loss for 
the community was very 
low at $75,685 lor a per 
capita loss of $6.23, this loss 
was $24,000 below the year 
1975 and $46,000 below the 
year 1974,” he said. Further 
he stated, “this is very un¬ 
usual considering that arson 
has gone up over 400 per 
cent in the last ten years on 
a national basis and costs 
of replacing structures due 
to loss has increased great¬ 
ly.” 

Buildings caused 39 of the 
alarms, with br u s h and 
grass running third with 22 
and vehicle fires second with 
25 alarms, rubbish counted 
for five, trees and poles six 
and miscellaneous two.

St. Luke Hospital will 
close its medical detoxifica¬ 
tion unit for alcoholic pa¬ 
tients effective Monday, 
March 21, it was announced 
by hospital president, James 
D. Quackenbush 

‘We deeply regret the dis¬ 
continuation of thsi portion 
of our alcoholism program 
which takes away from some 
alcoholic patients their right 
to receive emergency medi¬ 
cal care in their own com¬ 
munity.” 

“This action,” he went on 
to say, “is a result of our 
unsuccessful attempt to ob¬ 
tain reimbursement from the 
State of California for care 
provided to indigent alcoho¬ 
lic patients who req.u 1 r e 
medical detoxification.” 

“This decision will force 
us to refer alcoholic patients 
to use/County Medical Cen¬ 
ter, which will place an un¬ 
reasonable burden on the al¬ 
ready overtaxed County hos¬ 
pital.” 

St. Luke’s action is a di¬ 
rect result of its unsuccess¬ 
ful lawsuit against the State 
of California, requesting an 
injunction forcing the State 
to revert to their previous 
policy of making Medi-Cal 
reimbursements for the 
medical treatment of acute

In denying the injunction, 
the court stated that St. 
Luke Hospital had not fully 
pursued all available admin¬ 
istrative remedies be f o r e 
seeking court action, al¬ 
though St. Luke alleged that 
legal precedent has over¬ 
ruled the necessity for e.x- 
haustton of such administra- 
tiv'e remedies when insuffi¬ 
cient resoures are available 
to remain open during that 
long, drawn-out process. 

Queickenbush went on to 
explain that the state cur¬ 
rently denies three out of 
every ten Medi-Cal claims, 
of patients in this acute 
medical detoxification pi'o- 
gram.

Sierra Madre May 
Get Additional 
State Revenues 

City apd County shares of 
State highway users taxes 
this year will be slightly 
more than predicted a year 
ago. and the local govern¬ 
ments can expect another 
small increase in 1977-78. 
State Controller Ken Cory 
said recently. 

Cory said the estimates, 
prepared by the Department 
of Finance for the state's 
budget purposes, indicate 
the cities and counties will 
get about $5.5 million more 
this year than they had ex¬ 
pected. 

“This will bring the 1976- 
77 total up to $356.2 million 
and it is expected that the 
1977-78 apportionment will 
total about $359.4 million.” 
Cory said. 

Highway users taxes are 
those derived from sales of 
gasoline and diesel fuels. 
They are apportioned junong 
the state, cities and counties 
for local use according to 
statutory formulas. Annual 
estimates are forwarded to 
local governments for use 
in their budget preparatic-ns. 

Cory said the estimates 
sent to the cities and coun¬ 
ties also indicated they can 
expect this' year’s apportion¬ 
ment of motor vehicle li¬ 
cense fees to be about as 
estimated a year ago, but 
thir 1977-78 shar^ may in¬ 
crease about $24.4 million. 

“The license fees appior- 
tionments are expected to 
reach the estimated $361.1 
million for this year,” Cory 
said. “It is estimated they 
^vill total $385.5 million in 
1977-78.” 

The estimated 1977-78 ap¬ 
portionments for the City of 
•Sierra Madre in license re¬ 
venue is, $138,532; Highway 
Users Tax, Acet. No. 2106, 
$62,456; Acet. No. 2107, $53.- 
142, and Acet. No. 2107.5, 
$3.()00, with a revise in Acet. 
No. 2106 for 1976-77 at 
$60,366. 

RTD Receives 
$61.2 Million 

The Southern California 
Association of Governments 
(SCAG) approved March 9 
an additional $3.2 million in 
transportation funds to the 
Southern California Rapid 
Transit District (SCRTDK 
This approval boosts the to¬ 
tal 1977 SCRTD allocation 
to $61.2 million to cover 
operational and ca p i t a 1 
costs. 

SCAG is responsible for 
administering Local Trans¬ 
portation Fund reven u e s 
from sales taxes to six 
Southern California counties 
as prescribed by California’s 
Transportation Development 
Act. 

Under the act, one-fourth 
of one per cent of the total 
sales tax revenues is rc- 
seved in special transporta¬ 
tion funds that are main¬ 
tained by each county. These 
funds are then allocated 
through SCAG.

City Hall Construction Bids 
Opened; Contract Held Up 


With the Architects’ esti¬ 
mate of approx i m a t e 1 y 
S663,0(X) for the construction 
of the new City Hall with 
the pergola having been 
noted, and this, of course 
not including the landscap¬ 
ing, furniture, utility con¬ 
nections and the costs of en¬ 
gineering, soil tests, archi¬ 
tect fees, bond counsel, legal 
services, publications, sup¬ 
plies and pKXStage, or print¬ 
ing and handling of the 
bonds, bids for actual con¬ 
struction were finalized on 
Tuesday, March 15, at the 
hour of 2 p.m. 

The Executive Director, 
David Lund, received the 
bids and presented them to 
the Sierra Madre Redevelop- 
mert Agency at their ad¬ 
journed meeting at 7:30 in 
the City Hall on Tuesday, 
March 15. 

A total of four bids were 
received with Meskell and 
Sons c-f Alhambra submit¬ 
ting the lowest bid of $527,- 
490, plus $32,400 for tire 
pergola, for a total of $559,- 
890. Other bids ranged from 
the lowest bid to the highest 
being submitted, which was 
$595,800, including the per¬ 
gola. 

Due to the large difference 
between the low bidder and 
the second low bidder, it 
was necessary to hold the 
bids for a period of time to 
allow the low bidder to 
prove beyond a doubt that 
he made an error, the dif¬ 
ference being over $30,000. If 
he is unable to do this, his 
bid will be awarded at the 
regular meeting of the CRA 
on March 22. 

With ali costs determined 
by estimation and with 
some “change orders” antici¬ 
pated, it is safe to believe 
that the final oonstnuction 
and key in the door will cost 
in the vicinity of between 
$675,000 and $725,000. 

Normally the contractor is 
given a, period of 30 days 
after the awarding of the 
bid to start construction, 
and this would be around 
April 25. Construction should 


take about 150 days and be 
completed around the latter 
part of September or the 
first of part of October at 
least. The offices should be 
fully staffed by Thanksgiv¬ 
ing time. 

The next order of business 
for the Agency was the 
“Call for Bids” on the sale 
of $600,(XK) in Lease Revenue 
Bonds, and this money and 
the funds borrowed by the 
Agency from the City cf 
Sierra Madre will be used in 
paying for the structure, 
which will be repaid over a 
period of 30 years.

A long scught-after indivi¬ 
dual, who had been report¬ 
ed to be connected with pos¬ 
sible kidnapping and rapes ‘ 
was apprehended by the 
Sierra Madre Police (Jjaring 
the month of February and 
was listed as a Sierra Ma¬ 
dre resident Michael Asa 
Walker, a mechanical as¬ 
sembler by trade, this past 
week plead guilty to si.x 
homosexual rapes and kid- 
nappiitgs against San Gab¬ 
riel Valley youths. 

Pasadena Superior Court 
Judge Kenneth White, alter 
reading reports from psy¬ 
chiatrists, last Thursday, de¬ 
clared 'Walker a mentally 
disordered sex offender atm 
ordered Walker to a mental 
institution, but did not re¬ 
lieve him of possible liability 
of a prison term alter his 
hospital stay. 

Walker was charged with 
approximately 18 felony 
counts in a series of homo¬ 
sexual kidnappin g s p e r - 
formed during the past year 
in Monrovia, Arcadia, Al¬ 
hambra, Crescenta 'Valley 
and Duarte, but none were 
reported from his home city 
of Sierra Madre. The victims 
ranged in age from 11 years 
to 19 years, it was believed 
that most of the victims 
were males.

Speaking 

Where Has It Gone! 

Irving Kristol, writing in the “Wall Street Journal” 
on October 25, 1976, dealt with a mystery that has fas¬ 
cinated us all! He says: 

"The structural deficiencies of the welfare state, and 
the absurd economics that these embody, have been de¬ 
finitively described by conservative commentator M. Stan¬ 
ton Evans: 

Between 1960 and 1971, the total level of 
expenditure on social welfare programs, broadly defined, 
increased from $50 billion to $171 billion — about a $120 
billion increase. 

“ ‘It so happens that, according to the Bureau of the 
Census, there are about 25 million poor people in the 
Unitedi States ... If we take those 25 million and divided 
them into the $120 billion increase — not the whole thing, 
^ust the Increase — we discover that if we had simply 
taken that money and given it to the poor people, we 
could have given each of them an annual stipend of 
$4,800, which means an income for a family of four of 
$19,200. This is, we could have made every poor person 
a relatively rich person. But we didn’t .... 

“ ’What happened to the money? ... It went to 
social workers and counselors and planners and social 
engineers and urban renewal experts and the assistant 
administrators to the administrative assistants.’ 

“Actually, that explanatioin is too crude, though it 
is not inaccurate. Most of the money was in fact dis¬ 
tributed — but distributed in the form of benefits, to 
people who were not poor, in some cases not even close 
to being poor. Congressional compassion is always tem¬ 
pered by political realism, and the congressional impulse 
is always to :^read its compassion over the largest pos¬ 
sible share of the electorate. That is wihy millions of 
middle-class children are now eating — or more often, 
not bothering to eat — free lunches in school. 

“Still, there an be no question that Mr. Evans has 
put his finger on the key question which the American 
people are directing to Washington. That question is: 
where has all the money gone? . . .”

State Senator Robins stated, “If it were not or the 
Jarvis petition to limit property taxes, there would not 
be any bills to do so in the legislature this year.” It is 
our belief that if this petition does not quaify the next 
few years for property taxpayers will be horrendous. 

If there is no qualified petitions hanging over the 
heads of the taxing agencies, the property tax raises will 
be as high next year, or higher than they were this year. 

If Assessor Watson stays with his no new assess¬ 
ment for the next two years, the taxpayers will get the 
same raises through rate raises by the County, City and 
School Districts. 

If is unfortunate that many property owners who 
read this publication did not work on this petition, have 
not signed it or circulated it. Most of the work thus far 
has been done by a valiant band of volunteers who have 
worked on the petitions night and day for almost six 
months. '

The Ten Commandments, of 
Water Conservation 

1. Put a stopper in your sink or use a dishpan when you wash dishes. Washing 
with running water uses 30 gallons per meal. 

2. Keep a bottle of drinking water in the refrigerator — running water from 
the faucet until cold will waste a gallon. 

3. Wait until you have a full 9-pound wash before you run your washing 

machine. The average automatic washing machine uses 50 gallons per load. 

4. Turn the hot wafer off while you shave, and turn the cold water off while 

you brush your teeth. Shaving with a running faucet uses about 20 gallons. 

5. Take showers instead of baths. The usual bath requires 36 gallons, the 

usual shower, only 25. Ten gallons is enough for a shower if you turn it 
off while you wash. 

6. Don f use the toilet bowl to dispose of cigarette ashes, facial tissues, and 
other matreials. A normal flush requires 5-8 gallons. 

7. Use the dishwasher only when it is competely full. 

8. Rx dripping faucets promptly. Nearly two gallons can be wasted per 

day of dripping. 

9. Running toilets can waste four gallons per hour. Keep them in good repair. 

10. Above all: THINK before you turn on the tap.

With 55,000 Ameri cans 
killed in Vietnam In an im¬ 
moral war which resulted, 
disgracefully, in a tremen¬ 
dous victory for our so- 
called enemy, why in the 
world are so many top in- 
d.ustrialists, politicians, pro¬ 
fessors, and newscas t e r s 
enamored of Communist dic¬ 
tators, both dead and alive? 

The official publication of 
the USSR, "Izvestia,” recent¬ 
ly carried an Intert'iew 
with Donald Kendall, chair- 
man of the board of the Pep¬ 
siCo Corporation, by “Izves- 
tia” special correspondent A. 
Krivopalov. Mr. Kend a 11, 
who is also co-chairman of 
the U.S.-Soviet Trade and 
Economic Council, was quot¬ 
ed as stating that he had 
been advocating the develop¬ 
ment of U.S.-Soviet coopera¬ 
tion for a long time. He said 
the reason for this is his 
“enormous trust” in L. I. 
Brezhnev, general secretary 
of the Communist Party of 
the ScAdet Union. 

Kendall stated that many 
American businessmen came 
to him, after a Kremlin din¬ 
ner of the Economic Council 
at which Brezshnev spoke, 
and expressed satisfaction 
that they had been able to 
experience the “great human 
charm of this outstanding 
figure in the modern world.” 


The U.S. industrialist praised 
Brt>zhnev for his enormous 
personal contribution to de¬ 
tente and stated: “I have 
been convinced since my 
first meeting with L. I. 
Brezhnev that he is a great 
statesman. It is important 
for the whole world that 
such a man Is at the helm 
of power in the Soviet Un¬ 
ion.” 

When enough Americans 
understand the reasons for 
SiUch unseemly adoration on 
the part of so many unlikxdy 
people, America will at last 
be on the road to recovery. 
Meanwhile, one is inclined to 
agree with intelligence eval¬ 
uator Frank A. Capell, who 
broke this story, and who. a 
propos of such outrageous 
adulation, says: MIf this is 
the Pepsi Generation, bring 
on the prune juice.”
